A.R.S. § 36-663, as amended by Laws 2008, Chapter 13, removes requirements for specific
written or oral consent before a person orders an HIV-related test for an individual, and, instead,
specifies that before a health care provider orders an HIV-related test for an individual, the health
care provider is required to “ensure that oral or written informed consent information is provided”
to the individual. The statute also defines “informed consent information.” The Arizona
Department of Health Services is proposing to adopt rules that will implement A.R.S. § 36-663,
as amended by Laws 2008, Chapter 13. The proposed changes and additions will conform to
rulemaking format and style requirements of the Governor’s Regulatory Review Council and the
Office of the Secretary of State.
